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1* The headquarters of the Austrian Communist Werkschutz (Factoiy Guard) is at 
Vienna II, Bocklinstrasse 57. About 60 persons are employed there, of whom 
the following deserve special mention: 

a. Ribnikov (orT|j||jiakov). Director or chief of the Werkschutz J Soviet 
Jaajor, subordinate to the Director General of the SMV (Soviet Mineral 
Oil Administration) . Hq succeeded one Colonel Schach-Ramsky. 

b. Gebharclt-Stan^l , Major. Ribinikov’s adjutant* an Austrian national and 
a former German Wehrmacht officer. 


c, Oberbaier, Chief of Staff; resettled in Vienna a short time ago from 
Zistersdorf . He comes from Tyrol, fought in the Spanish Civil War. 

2, Subordinate to the headquarters are two staffs (regimental staffs): Stab I 
and Stab II, with command and control of the various "platoons" of the factory 
guard. 

3. To all appearances Stab I, which is in the Kantgasse, has been dissolved and 
is now united with the Werkschutz headquarters. The building and the instal- 
lations belonging to the Werkschutz are at present guarded by Soviet troops. 

4» Stab I consists of three platoons: 


a. Platoon 1 is composed of 54 persons: The name of its commander has not 
as yet been ascertained. Platoon 1 has the following premises to guard: 

1) The purchase office of the SMV in the Schottengasae. 

2) The fitting and designing office in Brucknerstrasse in Vienna IV.

The platoons are divided into sections of three men each. The section leaders 
are called Gruppenflihre r • In general, each section has one building to guard* 
The factory fire service exists independently of the Werkschutz. It is not 
armed, but is organized more or less on the same lines as the Werkschutz* It 
numbers about 200 men at present and is located at Neusiedl a.d. 2aya. It is 
commanded by Ing. Kftnig. 


The platoons of Stab I in Vienna are equipped with weapons of Soviet origin* 
Each section of platoon 1 officially possesses one pistol or carbine. The 
weapohS of' platoons 2 and j of Stab I consist of carbines and sub-machine guns 
of Soviet origin. Only the platoon commanders have sub-machine guns. 


Stab II uses weapons of German origin. Platoon commanders and section leaders 
carry 8 mm pistols. The platoon commanders are in possession of a permit allow- 
ing them to carry arras also outside their place of work. The Werkschutz armory 
is at Bockiinstrasse 57# The depot at Kantgasse has been abandoned and trans- 
ferred to Bocklinstrasse ,
